To the Citizens of Bellingham: 


The Selectmen respectfully submit the following annual re- 
port. The report of our Superintendent of Streets shows the gen- 
eral scope of the work that has been done on the highways. While 
some of the cross roads need, in some instances considerable re- 
pairing done, we believe that on the whole the main streets of the 
town are in better shape than they ever were. 

We think it would be good policy for the town to put the 
piece of macadam road on South Main Street, which has not yet 
been accepted by the state, in a suitable condition for acceptance 
by the state, as it is quite improbable that the state will appropriate 
any money for the continuance of this road, until the part owned 
by the town is in a satisfactory condition to be accepted as a state 
road. | 
We recommend that all bills for work in the Highway De- 
partment be sent directly to the Superintendent of Streets for his 
approval.

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Report of the Superintendent of Highways. 


To the Selectmen of Bellingham: 


GENTLEMEN :—With the anticipation of the State building 
a crushed stone road on South Main street, the repairing of the 
Scott Hill section of that street had been intentionally neglected 
for two or three years, consequently, it was getting in bad condi- 
tion. The Selectmen decided to make substantial repairs the 
past season. Accordingly I have expended about four hundred dol- 
lars on South Main street, and think it now compares favorably 
with any street in the south part. 

The N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R. Co. have complied with the 
request and repaired the approaches to the bridge on this street. 

Wrentham street from Henry Pickering’s farm to Lake 
street really needs considerable money to put it in good condition, 
the heavy ice teaming being the cause of trouble by tearing up 
this street. 

The bridge near Eugene Rhodes’ place ought to be made 
new at once, also the River bridge at Hoag Lake on Cross street. 

River Bridge at North Bellingham has been replanked, also 
the bridge near Mr. Camp’s shop at Caryville, and the bridge at 
South Milford on Hartford avenue thoroughly repaired. 

Three-inch hard pine plank makes an expensive bridge, and 
it seems to me the Town could have all of the material for mak- 
ing new or repairing the bridges procured from the Town Farm, 
and of any thickness required, and have it ready when needed. 

Have erected 1000 feet new guard rail and repaired nearly 
as much of the old railing, and yet there is more which ought to be 
repaired or made new. 

The piece of crushed stone road voted by the Town was not 
made until freezing weather, as the Selectmen could not get the 
steam roller from Medway until they had finished their piece of 
street. This work was done according to instructions from the 
State Highway Commission.

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Report of the Sealer of Weights and Measures 


To the Selectmen of Bellingham, 


GENTLEMEN :—Herewith I submit my third annual report as 
a Sealer of Weights and Measures. 

I have sealed 4 platform scales over 5000 Ibs. each, 5 under 
5000 lbs. Fifteen counter and spring balances. ‘Three com- 
puting scales. Six dry measures. Eleven liquid measures. Three 
yard sticks. Seventeen weights. Of this number of weights and 
measures I have condemned or tagged for repair, twelve articles. 
I have sealed 367 quart milk bottles, 235 pints and 9 half-pints. 

Jan. 12, of the present year, the Association of Sealers of 
Weights and Measures held their meeting in Worceser and all 
Sealers of Weights and Measures were invited. I accepted the 
invitation and the meeting proved to be one filled with informa- 
tion. Such speakers as the National Sealer of Weights and Meas- 
ures from Washingon, the State Sealers from New York, Con- 
necticut, and Rhode Island were on the programme. Before the 
meeting was called in the afternoon, an opportunity was given to 
examine the various kinds of apparatus in use, and a number of 
computing scales. The afternoon session was devoted to discus- 
sions, the city sealer of Boston taking a leading part. The correct 
method of sealing computing scales was a principal topic. It was 
advocated that the Sealer should be paid a stated salary by the 
city or town, as the work done is supposed to benefit both buyer 
and seller. We concluded from the meeting, that there is still 
much for everyone to learn on this subject. 

This year we shall doubtless need some more apparatus at a 
small cost.

Tree Warden’s Report. 


During the past year I have looked over the trees on the side 
of the road and done considerable trimming where the limbs were 
low. 

We now have three trees that have been condemned, and one 
should be taken down this spring. To take the tree and roots 
out, as will be necessary, in order to leave the sidewalk in good 
condition, would involve more expense than seemed justifiable 
with the money on hand. As all trees in the highway limits are 
shade trees, according to law, I would caution all land owners 
to be sure and know where the highway limits are before attempt- 
ing to cut the trees. One splendid maple by the roadside has 
been cut this winter, and this should not have been done. We 
would suggest that the tree warden be consulted before trees 
are cut. 

A franchise has been granted: for electric light wires to go 
through town; these wires are dangerous to the trees, even pro- 
tected as well as it is possible to do; and when a franchise has 
been granted the company do as they please. ‘They set the poles 
and run wires where they choose. The wires may run through 
the trees, and the poles be placed in the water courses, and to 
have them removed is an impossibility.

To the Board of Selectmen, 


GENTLEMEN :—In my report as Gypsy and Brown Tail Moth 
agent of this town I will commence where the report of last year 
ended. The State at that time had six men in our town for 
thirteen days, at a cost of $196.50. Last spring or early sum- 
mer, a Man was sent out with a State employee to burlap the 
trees in the vicinity of the place where the nests were found. The 
cost for material to work with you will find in the selectmen’s 
report. After the trees were burlapped they had to be watched 
for the caterpillar, but only two or three were found. 

This year we are doing the work ourselves under the State 
Agent’s supervision, and the work of looking for nests was begun 
Dec. 31. As no one but myself had seen the method of treatment, 
the Agent advised that two men be sent to look over an infested 
district. Consequently, Jan. 4, I sent two men to South Fram- 
ingham to meet the State Agent and see the work in that town. 

The work is progressing well; we have finished work in the 
southern part of the town, and only two nests were found. At 
the date of writing this report, several nests have been found in 
the northern part of the town, and there is much territory yet 
to cover. 

On June 27, the superintendent of the Gypsy Moth commis- 
sion for the state, invited all agents for the various towns to come 
to Beverly. With about 300 others, I accepted the. invitation, 
and saw large tracts of woodland completely stripped of all leaves, 
looking as bare as in winter. We saw the caterpillars as thick 
as bees in a hive; we had a good opportunity to study thousands 
of the nests, as we traveled miles through the forests. The 
power machines were at work spraying the trees. 

We were interested in being shown beetles which are being 
propagated for the destruction of the caterpillar. This beetle 
is from % of an inch to 134 inches in length, and is of a brilliant 
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metallic green color. They emerge from the ground in the 
spring, and feed greedily throughout the summer on insect larvae, 
climbing trees in search of food, and often flying considerable 
distances. ‘The eggs hatch in about a week and the larvae seek 
food on the surface of the ground. 

They grow rapidly and when a few days old are able to 
destroy good-sized caterpillars. When the larvae are full grown 
they are from 114 to 134 inches long and about 3 inch in diam- 
eter, and of a general dark brown appearance. We need to be 
careful and not destroy anything resembling this larvae and beetle. 

There has been nothing done by the town for the destruction 
of the Elm Tree Beetle during the year. The trees do not seem 
to be in worse condition than they were a year ago; however, if 
the tree owners and the town could unite and have the trees 
sprayed that are in the highway and near the highway, they 
would show a great improvement this coming year. For other 
information, please refer to last year’s report. 

We have another insect foe to fight, which to all appearances 
is a stubborn enemy. | 

The San Jose scale seems to be well established, especially in 
the southern part of the town. ‘These pests are so minute they 
are not noticeable until the tree or shrub begins to die—then they 
are past reclaiming and have to be cut down and burned. These 
pests begin their work on the ends of the new twigs and sap the 
life from the shrub or tree. 

Some authorities give the following formula for a spray—a 
solution of sulphur and lime, which should be used in late winter 
or early spring before the buds start. Farmers in our town report 
that spraying has not been satisfactory; one man expended over 
$50 and can see no benefit so far. A demonstration of spraying 
has been carried on in northern Rhode Island, but I was unable 
to see it. ;

Remarks :— 

I append herewith a summary of the receipts and expenses 
of the Poor Department, as their report does not show a total of 
all their receipts for the year. 

At the close of last year’s business (by the 1908 report) is 
shown that the department had a balance of $17.53. Such was not 
the case, as there were bills unpaid amounting to $462.11, which 
were paid out of this year’s appropriation ; so therefore while the 
report showed a balance, there was really a deficit of $444.58, 
which reduced the appropriation to $955.42 for the year just 
ended. 

You will note that your auditor of last year called your at- 
tention to this fact, and I recommend the estimate of the Select- 
men for the coming year be granted, as the requirements of the - 
department seem to be increasing every year and the appropria- 
tions in the past have not been large enough to meet the demands 
upon them.

Report of School Committee. 


To the Citizens of the Town of Bellingham :— 


Your School Committee respectfully submit the following 
report :— 

The committee organized with Clarence A. Crooks, Chair- 
man, and John E. Barber, Secretary. ¥ 

The District Committee met as usual in April and unani- 
mously re-elected Mr. Herbert F. Taylor, Superintendent of 
Schools for the joint district. 

Mr. Taylor resigned October 3ist, to accept the position 
of Superintendent at Norwood, Mass. 

The joint committee, after interviewing and corresponding 
with a large number of applicants, unanimously elected Mr. F. G. 
Atwell to succeed Mr. Taylor as Superintendent of the joint dis- 
trict for the balance of the school year. 

There has been but one change in our teaching force during 
the year, and we feel that the town is to be congratulated on being 
able to hold the services of so efficient a corps of teachers. 

Your committee recommend that the town withdraw from 
the present superintendency union with the towns of Hopedale 
and Mendon and form a union with the town of Franklin. 

It seems plain that a superintendent with but two towns to 
look after can do better work, and give more actual supervision 
to the work, than if he has three towns to look after. In our 
own case this seems doubly true that a man residing in Franklin, 
who can reach either of our three school buildings by electric 
cars every hour of the day, and but a thirty minute ride, could 
give us more of his time for actual supervision of our teaching 
force than though he had three towns so widely separated and lost 
so much time in travelling as is now the case. 


4 Report of School Committee. 


The School Committee of Franklin have asked us to join them 
in a Superintendency Union, proposing to assume two-thirds of 
the cost, and we one-third, as at present. 

As we are situated geographically, and having excellent ac- 
commodations between each of our school buildings and Frank- 
lin, and the fact that a large majority of our pupils attending High 
School in the past have attended the Franklin High School, it 
seems the logical thing for us to do. Our courses of study for 
High School preparation would then be gradually brought to har- 
monize with those of Franklin, so that our scholars would enter 
High School on an equality with those of the larger town, which 
conditions have hardly existed in the past. 

Your committee ask for an appropriation of $6,300.00 for 
the ensuing fiscal year. 

We wish to expend about one hundred dollars in adding to 
the heating facilities at the North School. This is imperative, as 
it is impossible to properly heat the two northeast rooms in cold 
weather with the existing apparatus. 

This building is badly in need of painting, and this should 
be done as soon as possible. 

Fences at this school are in bad shape and should be renewed 
with something of an ornamental and substantial nature. 

Something in the way of a playground should be provided 
at this school. This can be done at a small expense-by clearing 
a small amount of land at'the back of the school. 

Your attention is invited to our financial report, which fol- 
lows. |

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the School Committee of Bellingham :— 


The fifteenth annual report of the superintendent of schools 
is herewith presented. 

It is the exception rather than the rule that either a town 
or a city is able to provide suitable accommodations for every 
school. For a town of the population and valuation of Belling- 
ham your buildings are models of excellence and a standing testi- 
monial to the interest your people take in the education of their 
children. 

The primary school at South Bellingham is overcrowded. 
The fourth grade is large, and makes a heavy draft on the ener- 
gies of a teacher to hold their attention during recitation, or to 
keep them profitably occupied, while some other class recites. 
As soon as adequate appropriations can be obtained, I would 
recommend an additional teacher. ‘This would relieve the pressure 
on the two lower rooms, and materially strengthen the work 
throughout the building. Whenever this change becomes practi- 
cable, I would suggest portable school furniture. This would 
not add in the least to the expense, and the room would then be 
available for Sunday school or other uses, as at present. 

The stock of some kinds of supplies now on hand will be 
sufficient to last several months beyond the usual time of purchase. 
Therefore, I am hoping we may, without exceeding the usual 
expenditures, make some additions to the teaching appliances. A 
few wall maps are very much needed in each of the grammar 
schools, also material for concrete illustrative work in the lower 
grades. It is impossible to teach either geography or history 
properly without the constant use of maps. Equally imperative 
is the need of sets of the weights and measures and constructive 
material for the elementary arithmetic. 
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The complaint is often made that children do not reason. 
This is probably true in a great majority of cases, but 1 do not 
think it is because the average child lacks reasoning power. It is 
due more to poverty of facts and experiences—the raw material of 
reasoning—than to lack of power. Anyone who attempts to prove 
that a boy is in the wrong concerning some matter of conduct will 
find that he will reason most shrewdly in his own defense. What 
the child most needs is clear and definite notions derived from 
experience with things. In other words, our teaching should be 
more concrete and illustrative. It should deal with life and things 
and activities, and depend less upon words, symbols, and formulas. 

It seems to me that a greater uniformity of texts throughout 
the town is desirable. If the work is practically the same in each 
of the three villages, comparisons are more readily made, and the 
result is a healthful, stimulating competition between teachers and 
pupils in the different schools. 

The supply of books should be ample enough to eliminate the 
necessity of putting very much work upon the blackboards. Be- 
sides being an extra demand upon the teacher’s time and strength, 
there is an inevitable eye-strain upon the pupils. So far as pos- 
sible this should be avoided. ‘The injury to eyes on account of 
school work is serious enough at best. 

But after all that can be said about buildings, equipment, and 
supplies, it is the teacher that makes the school. Her language, 
manners, acts, and opinions, her character and ideals, her energy 
and efficiency being known, the character and efficiency of the 
school may be easily and accurately predicted. Hence the first 
and most important duty of those having the schools in charge is 
to select the best teachers obtainable for the salaries paid. 

Due care having been exercised in the selection of teachers, 
they must be properly directed and supervised. It is the duty of 
the supervisor not only to keep the teachers at their best, but to 
give them such advice and assistance as may be required to develop 
a professional spirit, and to promote professional growth. The 
ideal teacher is constantly growing no matter how extensive her 
preparation may have been or how great her natural ability. 

It is hoped that the parents will not misunderstand the spirit 
of the new law relating to medical inspection in the public schools. 
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If people could realize how many children have been misjudged, 
how many eyes have been injured for life, they would heartily wel- 
come this legislation in behalf of the child. Scores of so-called 
stupid children have perfectly sound and normal minds. Their 
apparent stupidity is due wholly to physical defects of eyes, ears, 
or throat. It is impossible to say how many children have been 
declared dull because they failed to recite on blackboard work 
which they could not see, or because they did not comprehend ex- 
planations which they could not hear. ‘The unspeakable injustice 
of such a verdict is exceeded only by the humiliation and suffer- 
ing of the child. He soon loses his self-respect, then his courage, 
and finally becomes a typical case of arrested development. Eye 
strain is often severe enough to distort the features of the child. 
A pupil was discovered in Fitchburg who had been blind in one 
eye from birth. Neither he, his teacher, nor his parents knew it. 
Medical inspection has revealed hundreds of children equally un- 
fortunate. In my opinion there are in your schools several 
children suffering from adenoid growths, or some other obstruction 
of the nose or throat. These gradually draw a veil between the 
child and the world in which he lives so that he neither perceives 
nor understands clearly. For the sake of suffering childhood 
such cases should receive immediate attention. 

I wish to gratefully acknowledge the kindness and co-opera- 
tion of all those with whom my duties have brought me into 
contact.
